A Most W onderfu l Bab y. 
In 1721 there was born at Lubeck, 
Germany , one of the most remarkable 
characters ever known in the history 
of the world, or, perhaps, that will 
ever be known in a ll times to come, 
little Christian Henry Heinecken, who 
eoultt 
pronounce 
every word con­ 
tained in the German la ngua ge when 
but iH m onths old. 
W hen 
1 y ear of 
age he knew a ll the lea ding events in 
the world's history and was as fa m ilia r 
with Penta teuch as most modern nrt>- 
fessors are supposed to be with their 
first text book. At 14 m onths he could 
give a com plete history of every book 
in both the Old and New Testam ent; 
at 2 y ears 6 m onths he could answer 
any question in geogra phy and a n­ 
cient history . 
He could hold conver­ 
sation 
with the learned sa va nts in 
German, 
French, Latin and Dutch 
when ending the third y ear of his 
life, w hich terminated a few months 
later by his death in 1725, in the 
fourth y ea r of his age. 
In the few short weeks a llotted to 
him, 
little H enry was baby , 
boy , 
y outh, man and gra y beard; lea rning 
more in tha t short time than m a ny of 
the world’s greatest personages have 
been able to learn in the y ears of a 
long life. 
J ust a little while before 
his death he was ca lled before the 
k in gof Denm a rk, who showed the little 
prodigy every mark of res{>eet. 
Re­ 
turning to his na tive city he set al>out 
study ing the religions and lea rning 
to write, which, added to his other a c­ 
quirements, was too much for his deli­ 
cate hea lth, resulting in his death as 
above m entioned. -St. Louis Republic. 


C iviliza tion of th e Peruvia n*. 
In 
a rchitecture 
the 
Peruvia ns 
reached a high state of perfection, and 
the remains of one of their works of 
art, at Lake Titicaca, are truly w on­ 
derful. 
Their temples were covered 
with extensive has reliefs, represent­ 
ing, as it is supposed, certain astro­ 
nomical figures. 
They were skilled in 
m a king stone implements, hut very 
few arrow heads ha ve been found, 
which leads to the supposition that 
they made very little use <>f bows and 
arrows, and that their chief weapon of 
defense was the sling. 
Besides this, 
they ' used war clubs and ja velins. 
Ylie country abounds in extensive 
copper mines, 
and the 
inhabitants 
were evidently well acquainted with 
certain metals, their a gricultura l im ­ 
plements 
being 
chieliy of bronze. 
They wepe also skillful gold and silver 
smiths, and excelled in the m a nufa c­ 
ture of all kinds of pottery , w hile the 
art of spinning and wea ving was also 
not unknown to them. 
The tombs tha t have been found in 
Peru are very num erous and remarka­ 
bly well preserved. 
This is due to 
their belief in the im m orta lity of man 
and the superstition that unless a ll Ills 
members were kent together, he would 
not be resurrected.—Phila delphia le d ­ 
ger.
